GRANTS AJKIEF STAY 


Counsel For Radicals in Mean- 


time Will Carry Appeal to 


Another Court 


New York. Dec. 8. — Federal Judge 


Majer late today dismissed writs of 
habeas corpus obtained by Alexander 
Berkman and Emma Goldman to pre- 
\ent their deportation to Russia, and 
refused to, admit them to bail. Federal 
District Attorney Caffey announced in 
court that the government planned to 
deport the two anarchists within two 
weeks. 


Judge Mayer, who two years ago 


sentenced the two radicals to prison 
for obstructing the draft, then order- 
ed them both remanded to Ellis Is- 
land, but granted a stay of deporta- 
tion until 4 p. m. next Thursday to 
permit their counsel to have time to 
appeal to another court for admit- 
tance to bail and to carry an appeal 
io the United States supreme court. 


Mr. Caffey announced that other 


iliens besides Berkman and Miss Gold- 
n.an would also be deported within 
two weeks, presumably referring to 
SJ raditails whose confinement at El- 
'is Island recently has been featured 
tn hunger and silence strikes. 


The announcement was made in 


response to the claim of Harry Wein- 
berger, couns-sl for Berkman and Miss 
Goldman, that the government had no 
definite plan to deport his clients and

Senator Fall, In Memorandum Made Public by 


President, Declares Carranza Had Knowl- 


edge of and Supported Plan 


WILSON AGAINST DIPLOMATIC BREAK 


Executive Declares He Would be ''Gravely Con- 


cerned" If Fall Resolution were Passed; 


Senate Forthwith Abandons Proposal 


"Washington, Dec. 8-—Evidence 


that radicals in Mexico, with the 
knowledge and support of Presi- 
dent Carranza, plotted to insti- 
gate a revolution in the United 
States and to seize the border 
states, acquired by the American 
government in 1848, is contained 
in the memorandum presented to 
President Wilson 
by Senator 


Pall, chairman of the foreign rela- 
tions sub-committee investigating 
the Mexicn situation. 


Correspondence Betrays Oarmnza, 
Plans for the proposed revolution 


were obtained by the sub-committee 
from the minutes of a meeting last 
October 15, in Mexico City, of Lodge 
23, an organization of extreme agita- 
tors mid members of thd Industrial 
Workers of the 'World. The Mexican 
President is linked more directly with 
the plot through ocorrespondence in 
which he recommended three mentor 
special consideration because of their 
conection with " the plan -which they 
desire to put into 
practice in 
the 


state of Texas." 


These men, the committee states, 


have been identified as active agents 
of Lodge 23. 


The memorandum, which contain- 


ed an abstract of the evidence col- 
lected by the committee, was deliver- 
ed to the President by Senator Fill 
Friday night and made public late 
today. 


The notes of the October IS meet- 


ing of the radical lodge declare "there 
appeared three delegates, two Ameri- 
cans and one Mexican, who had ar- 
rived from the United States, and who 
claimed that "the society' would be 
able At the beginning of November 
(that Is, Nov., 1919) to call a general 
strike of all miners and metal work- 
ers in the United States; that they 
have three million adherents in that 
country, where they will be able to 
seize one western and two Atlantic 
ports; that a large number of Ameri- 
can soldiers were preparing to take 
sides with them, and that they pro- 
posed to establish a capital of a re- 
formed government of the 
United 


States in the state of Colorado; that 
when such a revolution was «uccess- 
ful, the Mexicans rendering their as- 
sistance, the border states which were 
acquired by the United States under 
the treaty of 1848 would be returned 
to Mexico."

Senate Leaden Abandon the 


Fall Resolution as Wilton 


Opposes It 


Washington. Dec. 8.—The resolu- 


tion asking President Wilson to break 
off diplomatic relations with the Car- 
ranza government was abandoned to- 
day by Republican leaders in 
the 


senate after the President had inform- 
ed Senator FaU ot New Mexico, its 
author, that he would 
"be gravely 


concerned to see any such resolution 
pass the congress." 


In announcing after a conference 


with Senators Fall and Brandegee of 
Connecticut that the foreign relations 
committee would take no action on the 
resolution. Senator Lodge said: 


"We wanted to help, but now the 


entire Mexican situation goes to the 
President. 
The responsibility la on 


his shoulders. Let it rest there." 


Passage of the resolution, the Presi- 


dent wrote Senator Pall, would "con- 
stitute a reversal of our constitutional 
practices which might lead to very 
grave confussion 
in regard 
to the 


guidance of our foreign affairs." 


Stick by Constitution, Says Wilson 
Declaring that the initiative in dir- 


ecting relations with foreign govern- 
ments was assigned by the constitu- 
tion "to the executive and to the ex- 
ecutive only," Mr. Wilson said he was 
confident that "the only safe course" 
was "to adhere to the prescribed me- 
thods of the constitution." 


"We might go very far afield if we 


departed from It," he said. 


Senator Fall, in a statement tonight, 


took issue with the President that the 
senAte could not advise on matters 


states, as affecting relations with foreign gov- 


ernments until requested to do so by 
the President, and said there 
were 


precedents to support him. He also 
said he would again request the com- 
mittee to postpone action on his reso- 
lution "or upon any phase of the 
Mexican matter" until the President 
had had time to give the subject his 
consideration.

SUPREME COURT TAKES

"Washington, Dec. 8.— Viewing 


with alarm the steadily dwindling 
bituminuous coal supply due to 
the miners' strike, Fuel Adminis- 
trator Garfield, by an order to- 
night, restored for the entire na- 
tion most of the drastic restric- 
tions on lighting and heating 
which were in effect during the 
ioal shortage of 1917-18. 


The limitations, which are ap- 


plicable to consumers of bitumin- 
ous coal and coke, were made ef- 
fective tonight with" issuance of 
the order and are to be enforced 
by the railroad adminstration. 
Consumers of anthracite coal, gas, 
and other fuels, are not affected 
»y the order. 


Business on Reduced Coal Ration. 


All street lighting other than that 


necessary for the safety of the public 
must be curtailed, and stores, office 
buildings and industrial plants with a 
few exceptions, are put on a reduced 
ration as to both lighting and heating. 


Another of the restrictions provides 


that all manufacturing'plants except 
those engaged in the making of neces- 
sary products shall reduce their op- 
erations not to exceed three days in 
any one week. 


Electric railways are required un- 


der the fuel administration's order to 
reduce schedules to minimum requlre- 
m»nts, and no neat shall be provided 
liu.eleetrtc ears during rash hones. 


Hope was expressed today in a

The statement says: " It is hoped

ENTENTE WARNS 
GERMANY 'TOR 
THE LAST TIME" 


Allies Will Use Full 
Military Power if Pro- 


tocol U Not Signed 


MODIFICATION REFUSED 


Note to Berlin Places Full Re- 


sponsibility ForScap* Flow 
Sinking on The Germans 


Paris, Dec. 8. — The supreme coun- 


cil's notes dealing •nith 
the peac« 


treaty were delivered to Baron von 
Lersner, head of the German delega- 
tion, this evening. 


The first note denies the German 


demand for modification ot the treaty 
on the surrender of Germans charged 
with rrimes against Internationa! war- 
fare and the return of prisoner?. 
It 


agrees to consider the economic ef- 
fects on Germany of the indemnities 
required for the sinking of the war- 
ships in the Sea pa Flow in "a spirit 
of equity, after a hearing by the repa- 
rations commission.' 


The note warns Germany "for the 


ast time" that renunciation of the 
armistice would give the Allied ar- 
mies all latitude for necessary mili- 
tary measures and adds: 
"In this 


spirit we await without delay elgna- 
ure of the protocol and the exchange 
of ratifications." 


Rejects Modification Bequest. 


Regarding the coercion clause of 


the protocol, the supreme council oon- 
iders that signature of the protocol 
and ratification will make the treaty 
iftective and that the protocol'* exe- 
ution will be guaranteed by the gen- 
eral term* of the treaty and by or- 
dinarily-recognized methods. It re- 
ects the German's "pretended right* 
o modification of the treaty clauses 
on compensation for the absence ot 
Americans from th« commission;. It 
declares that "it Is vain tor Germany 
to seek to delay" the treaty'* effective- 
ness because of the position of the 
Americans with regard to the com- 
inlsslor.s. 


The second note deals entirely with 


the Scapa Flow Incident. 
It places 


the responsibility on the German* for 
Hie'slinking and sse* In tho protest on- 
ly "an attempt, difficult to explain, to 
delay the treaty." 


The note cites the secret message 


of the chief of the German admiralty 
(Admiral von Trotha) to Admiral von 
Rueter, in command of the German 
crews of the Scapa Flow ships, telling 
him that "the fleet's disposition cannot 
be decided without us it will be finish- 
ed by us and delivery to the enemy 
avoided."

KELUOTAKT GERMANY. 


It now appears that Germany is as 


far away aa ever from the final sign- 
ing of the peace treaty, and from ac- 
ceptance of the rewlta of the war. 
Not only does the 
government at 


y«rlin appear to be firmly resolved 
jot only to disclaim all responsibility 
for the sinking of the German battle- 
ships In Scapa Flow. It also takes the 
position that the allied governments 
have no right whatever to take meas- 
ures against Germany to compel the 
enforcement of the treaty. 


There wast forewarning of this when 


the German representatives at Paris 
expressed their reluctance to sign the 
treaty, and in fact did not. do so un- 
til the last minute and then reluct- 
antly. There was warning also in the 
attitude of many German statesmen 
who are understood to have held that 
the Central Powers, despite the arm- 
iitlce were not In fact defeated, but 
that in years to come she would come 
forward again and become a leading 
government, and perhaps dictator of 
the policies of the world. 


It Would Mem that it is time to en- 


force upon Germany, which seems lit- 
tle' less Prussianized now than in 
1914, the fact that the allies were in 
net winner* of the war and that they 
propose to see that al the conditions 
of thf armtetice and peace treaty are 
to be fulfilled. 
Anything less than 


this will give strength to the .enemy, 
and will Inspire to a belief that the 
allies are not able to enforce upon the 
Hun the punishment which he deserv- 
es for act* which even now he does 
not regret but rather glories) in.

There is BO question In the mind, of 


any American citizen relative to the 
guilt of these two Russians who tot 
years have been preaching revolution 
and anarchy la the , United States. 
They have all along reviled the gov- 
ernment under whose protection they 
were living, and now, when they are 
caught in the toils of the law and 
headed homeward from those shores 
.where they have done so much evil, 
they appeal to the government which 
they have sought to overthrow in an 
effort to be allowed to remain. 


It is the policy of the United States 


that equal and exact Justice should be 
done to all. But it baa come to be 
thought that these laws aro granting 
altogether too much leeway to the 
Criminal and altogether too much de- 
lay. There is no question a* to what 
these two anarchists have been doing. 
There should be no delay in deporting 
them from a country where their un- 
bridled utterances, first heard with a 
certain amused tolerance, have now 
become a real danger. •

was accompanied by her uncle and 
aunt, who were also to retura with 
her. yet she was held aboard the Lap 
land for a day until authorities high 
er up granted a special permit for he: 
to remain six weeks only. 


Now that she Is safely housed at a 


good home in the metropolis, the con 
gratulatlons of every Irlend of little

we shonlA,J>ay a high price for an 
inferior product If he belongs to a 
cow testing association and is keep- 
tnf cost on hlf cow, he IB entitled to 
t profit, but It Is not fair to demand 
that we shall pay the top price for 
milk which baa been produced un- 


der adverse conditions. 


"Above all, we must encourage 


cost accounting for each cow and 
wasteful methods mast be cut out 
It is stated by the Illinois univer- 
sity that In a recent series of testa, 
one good cow was producing as much 
profit as forty of the poorest cow» la 
the test. 


"This Illustrates my point The 


public should not be compelled t* 
pay for milk at a price sufficient to 
make these forty poor cows profit- 
able. Such cows should be sent to 
the butcher, and the good cows fed 
for a high production. It costs just 
as much to feed a poor cow as It 
does a good one, and milk prices 
should be based accordingly. 


"We must have the milk for onr 


children, and the problem will settle 
Itself when the cost of milk produc- 
tion on an efficient basis Is estab- 
lished. The cow testing association 
seems to me to be the solution, of 
the milk problem."

The uncertainty attending the op- 


eration of the milk plants In Central 
New York itate has resulted, so it Is 
reliably •tated, in the sale by the 
Sheffield Farms company. Inc., of the 
plants that the latter company ic- 
cently purchased ol the Borden Con- 
densed Milk company. These plants 
embrace the condensarles located at 
Mt Upton and New Berlin and among 
the best in the state, and the milk 
shipping plants at Edmeston, West 
Edmeston, Burlington Flats, Gllberts- 
vlllo and South New Berlin. The pur- 
chase price Is not announced, but It 
Is stated that It represents no small 
investment 


When the sale to the Sheffield Farms 


was first announced there were num- 
erous reports that the transfer was 
made to prevent their falling into 
other milk companies' hands. 
Now 


that the properties have been trans- 
ferred, to be effective January 1. it 
would prove the 
declaration 
that 


there was no desire to prevent their 
becoming the property of the Nestle 
company. 


The Nestle company since it enter- 


ed the field in this section has be- 
come one o£ the largest of the com- 
panies operating hereabouts. It now 
holds perhaps the largest number of 
shipping stations as well as the larger ; 
condensaries in 
this 
section. 
The 


plant in Oneonta has been largely de- 
veloped and is now employing close 
to 100 hands and doing a large volume 
of business. 


The plants now 
acquired of the 


Sheffield company are all receiving 
large volumes of milk and will give 
the Nestle concern an abundant sup- 
ply of the commodity.

She became so nervous and dis- 
pirited that she wished to go away, 
regardless of tier operatic contract, 
and was threatened with arrest If she 
tried to go. When, at last, men an- 
noyed her with threats of publishing 
the spy story and thus ruining her 
career unless she paid money to them, 
•be contrived to get word to the 
American ambassador In Borne, who; 
put the wheels In motion for a black- 
mail trial, •whereby Miss M"Vane was 
cleared and the men were 'punished. 


She was led to adopt singing as a 


profession on the advice of artists and 
others who heard her voice in Paris, 
where she had gone merely to perfect 
her French.
